Found in Pasture 
By Dick Garrett 


While crossing pasture 
his farm northeast 
Monday of last week Dick Garrett 
discovered a small cardboard box 
with a balloon attached. On inspec- 
tion the box proved to be a small 
radio transmitter connected to a 
weather barometer and consisted of 
an aerial, two tubes and a dry bat- 
tery. The instrument was called a 
Radiosonde” and had been made 
by the Bendix corporation in the 
United States for the U.S. govern- 
ment weather bureau and was used 
for recording changes in tempera- 
ture at high altitudes. The box it- 
self was about a foot square and 
four inches deep, and was insulat- 
ed with a brownish felt. 

Instructions were enclosed in a 
panel on the box, but due to long 
exposure to the weather could only 
be partly deciphered. However, Mr. 
Garrett was able to glean the in- 
formation that the balloon had 
been released on August 9, 1948, 
and that on reaching a height of 
12 miles would burst, letting the 
instrument return to earth by 
means of an attached parachute. 
A fastening holding the parachute 
was broken on the box and the 
parachute could not be found. The 
balloon would be from six to eight 
feet in diameter when inflated. 

The instructions also requested 
that the instrument be returned, to 
its point of release. This name was 
included in the, instructions but 
was indistinguishable. Mr. Garrett 
has written to the government 
weather bureau at Spokane, Wash., 
enclosing numbers on the box 
which were legible and is hoping 
for an-early reply with informa- 
tion as to the point of release.

RITING in “Better 

Methods”, Martin H. 
Associate Entomologist, 
of Nebraska, says: 


“Two distinct kinds of mange may 
be present in hogs. Common or 
sarcoptic mange is caused by the 
sarcoptic mange mite, a whitish, 
round-bodied parasite about one- 
fiftieth of an inch long. Most of 
their life is spent in tunnels and 
burrows beneath the surface skin of 
the animals, where eggs which hatch 
in three to 10 days, are laid. The 
young mites complete their cycle by 
maturing in 10 to 12 days. Although 
very minute, the mites may be seen 
with the naked eye or a magnifying 
glass when infested skin scrapings 
are placed against a dark back- 
ground. Tiny pimply granular le- 
sions around the eyes, ears and nose 
and occasionally on the under parts 
of the body usually mark the pres- 
ence of the parasites. The infested 
skin areas lose their hair through 
rubbing and become bare and scurfy 
and may later become covered with 
thick wrinkled hide, giving rise to 
the term ‘elephant hide’ frequently 
used to describe the condition,

“When either of the above condi- 
tions is suspected attention should 
be prompt as infested hogs rapidly 
lose condition and gains are slow and 
costly. Control of the parasites has 
usually been through dipping or 
spraying with crude oil thinned with 
kerosene, or with a mixture of lime- 
sulphur heated to 95 to 105 degrees. 

“Tests conducted lately in Nebras- 
ka have demonstrated a new and 
simple single treatment method for 
control of sarcoptic mange in hogs. 
It consists of a single spraying with 
one-quarter of one per cent. of the 
gamma isomer of benzene hexachlor- 
ide. It is necessary that the hogs be 
completely covered with the spray, 
but if the job is done in a small pen 
with a power sprayer the hogs will 
climb over each other and thus wet 
their under parts, Care should be 
taken to spray inside the ears as 
well, 

“Wettable powders of benzene 
hexachloride contain varying amounts 
of the gamma isomer and the per- 
centage must be known before the 
spray is mixed. Following are the 
right amounts of wettable powders 
to use with five gallons of water: 


.84 Ib. of 12% gamma powder 
1.00” ” 10% ” 

1.65 ” ” 6% ” ” 
2.00 ” ” 5% » ” 


“Dilutions stronger than one-quar- 
ter of one per cent. of the gamma 
isomer should not be used. Benzene 
hexachloride has a strong, pungent, 
musty odor and may cause a burning 
of the eyes, nose and mucous tissues 
while the spray is being applied, but 
this soon departs and no after effects 
have been noted. Because there is 
a danger that the pungent odor of 
the material may cling to the hog 
carcasses if sprayed shortly before 
slaughter it is better practice to 
treat the breeding stock and younger 
feeder pigs rather than hogs soon

Some Eskimos 
Acquire Riches 
By Trading 


TORONTO, — The 


Canadian Eski- 
mo, once regarded as a soft touch 
who would trade a wife for a hand- 
ful of fish-hooks, has turned pluto- 
crat. 

A. H. Gibson, stipendiary magis- 
trate of the Northwest Territories 
on a visit here, said some Eskimos 
have entered the trading business 
and have become comparatively rich 
men, 

Gibson said he knew of one Eskli- 
mo called “Big Shot” who died re- 
cently and left an estate valued at 
$50,000, Many others were known 
to have as much as $12,000 in gov- 
ernment bonds and baby bonus 
checks. j 

This growing wealth has set the 


government on a program to educate 
the Eskimo in the use of wills. Un- 
der the former system, when a man 
died his neighbours grabbed every- 
thing if the family happened to be 


out pearing seals or otherwise 
hunting, 

In the case of Big Shot, a public 
administrator took over after his 
death to make sure there was a fair 
division of his bonds, tents, boats, 
sleds, dogs, outboard motors and ra- 
dios. 


Gibson said the Eskimos watched 
carefully while the inventory was 
being made and first thought the 
government's idea of settling an es- 
tate was to grab everything. 

The Northwest Territories admin- 
istration, instead of “cracking down” 
on the Eskimo for some of his age- 
old customs, like leaving the feeble 
to die, is approaching the problem 
from a different direction. Airborne 
health clinics and x-ray “round-ups” 
span thousands of Arctic miles and 
aerial ambulances bring sick Eskimos 
to “outside” hospitals. 

Of the estimated 5,000 Eskimos in 
Canada, only 23 are living outside 
the Northwest Territories, Gibson 
said,

The dangers of such a trip cannot 
be under-estimated. The cable may] 
break, sending the heavy steel ball | 
to its doom on the bottom, No div- 
ing rig has yet been designed to 
withstand the pressure at such 


depths; no power of man could come 
to Barton's rescue should the ben- 
thoscope suffer such a mishap, A 
sudden storm may brew below, bang- 
ing the quartz windows against some 
submarine rocks. 


The slightest leak 
at the terrible pressure of those 
depths would cause the ball to be 
crushed like an eggshell. The twist- 
ing of the steel cable, almost in- 
evitable in such lengths at 5,000 to 


7,000 feet, which was the length of 
Barton's diving cable, might cause 
the cable to break, Any delay in 
hoisting might end the oxygen sup- 
ply and prove fatal. 

With all these dangers, Barton was 
eager to make the dive. The ocean, 
he says, is a new and vast frontier, 
with tremendous resources of gold, 
petroleum, and riches in new kinds | 
of food.

Says Adolescents 
Most Reasonable 


The greatest contribution grown- 
ups can make to the mental, moral 


‘jand spiritual growth of adolescents 
is to view the vicissitudes of the 


period as challenges rather than con- 
flicts, writes Dr, Mary L, Northway 


in an article—“Expanding Horizons” 
—in the current issue of Health, 


Canada’s National Health Magazine 
published by the Health League of 


Canada. 

“The greatest problem the adoles- 
cent faces today is the fact that we 
have come to think and deal with 
him ‘A Problem’,” says Dr, North- 
way who is Assistant Professor of 
Psychology, University of Toronto, 
and a member of the staff of the In- 
stitute of Child Study. Her approach 
to the subject is sympathetic, under- 
standing and intelligent, and it is her 
view that “adolescents are extremely 
reasonable”. 

Stating that the “tumultuous 
teens” have become a favorite topic 
of our times, Dr. Northway com- 
ments that had adolescents ever 
time or inclination to read all the 
material written about them they 
would become overwhelmed with 
their own importance and unbearable 
to themselves and their elders. 

All situations arising during the 
adolescent period, says the writer, 
can be defined, “if we like”, as prob- 
lems; they may also be considered 
possibilities — possibilities for learn- 
ing to work through situations to a 
solution, possibilities for growing be- 
yond the boundaries of childhood to- 
wards wider horizons of maturity. 

Dr. Northway says that from her 
association with adolescents she not- 
ed certain general characteristics— 
they are very busy, but sometimes 
lazy, they like to talk, and, on the 
whole, are reasonable creatures. They 
are busy, but their activity fluctu- 
ates. Interspersed between periods 
of activity are periods of extreme 
lethargy. They seem hardly the same 
people who a day before were so en- 
thusiastic and active. 

The writer interprets this lethargy 
as the adolescent’s attempt to “catch 
up” on himself. His physical and 
mental growth and development of 
interests are so speedy that he seems 
to need periods of apparent laziness 
to re-organize and co-ordinate him- 
self. 

“One of the greatest difficulties of 
the adolescent is that he or she 
knows so little of what is expected 
of him,” Dr. Northway states. “Psy- 
chologically it is well established 
that we tend to act as people expect 
we will, When we do not know what 
is expected of us, we are confused 
and become erratic, and yet adoles- 
cents are expected to act as adults 
at one time and at others as a child 
—the adolescent’s role is ill-defined.

Drawings of a home-made 
furnace and the floor registers. 


F bg extra comfort obtained by us- 
ing a furnace for heating the 
home is well worth the slight trouble 
that it takes to construct one, 
While it is possible to make a 
home-made furnace out of oil drums 
and then to encase this in a brick 
covering for a furnace, it is difficult 
to get at such a furnace in case the 
firebox of the structure needs repairs 
later on. For this we would recom- 
mend the construction of a furnace 
jacket of sheet metal carefully de- 
signed to make it safe from fire and 
to operate as a_pipeless furnace, 
which is the best type if the outfit 
is to be made at home, 


The accompanying drawings show 
how such a furnace can be made. 
While it is possible to use a home- 
made stove from oil drums, we are 
rather inclined to recommend the use 
of a camp stove as the fire-box for 
this furnace. In order to increase 
the efficiency of the heating unit and 
to economize on fuel to the greatest 
extent possible, a radiating drum has 
been added to the stove. Any tin- 
smith can make such a drum out of 
galvanized iron or out of black sheet 
iron. <A baffle sheet separates the 
drum almost into two halves. Smoke 
is admitted below the baffle from the 
stove and is forced to flow forward 
then up into the other compartment 
and out to the smoke-pipe which 
eliminates from the rear end. A 
Small oil drum could be utilized for 
such a radiating drum, but the in- 
stallation of a baffle sheet is always 
advisable to increase the efficiency of 
the unit. It is a good idea to install 
a regular furnace check damper on 
the smoke-pipe, by means of which 
outside air is admitted into the 
smoke-pipe when the furnace is on 
check, A turn damper should be in- 
stalled between the furnace and the 
check damper as shown in the draw- 
ing. 

Hot and Cold Registers 

This installation is designed to op- 
erate as the ordinary type of pipe- 
less furnace, therefore, the camp 
stove and its radiating drum are sur- 
rounded by two sheet metal jackets. 
Two sets of registers are employed, 
the second one consisting of two 
standard 14” by 17” registers placed 
end to end for the escape of warm 
air, while on either side of this reg- 
ister a 6” by 30” register, also stand- 
ard equipment by furnace makers, is 
installed, The latter of these regis- 
ters is for the purpose of conducting 
cold air from the floor down into the 
heating compartment to be warmed. 

The cross-section sketches in the 
accompanying drawings show the 
construction of such an installation. 
It will be noticed that the stove is 
placed parallel with the joists in the 
basement ceiling and centrally under 
one space between two joists. Two 
by six inch planks are set up verti- 
cally in two rows on each side of the 
heater, They should be fastened to 
the ceiling either to the joists or to 
headers between joists and at their 
lower ends they should be set into 
sockets in the concrete floor or 
otherwise firmly held in place. Two 
by four inch scantlings are then fit- 
inside surface of 
these uprights, and under the joists 
directly over the header. Flat, gal- 
vanized sheet iron is then nailed to 
the inside surface of the scantlings 
and to the surface of the joists above 
to make the warm air jacket around 
the heater. This jacket extends to 
within 8 inches of the basement floor 
on either side of the heater. Only 
the sides of the installation are 
double-jacketed, the ends are not 
treated in this way, It will be no- 
ticed that an inner lining is installed 
inside the one nailed to the studding. 
The purpose of this inner lining is 
to prevent overheating of the studs 
in the side walls of the installation. 
The inner lining should be spaced 
from the outer by means of iron 
spacers such as short pieces of \- 
inch piping, 3 or 4 inch nails being 
driven through the sheet metal and 
through these pieces of piping’ into 
the studs to provide correct spacing 
for the insulated lining of metal. 


It is now necessary to enclose the 
cold air passages, which is done by 
nailing another layer of sheet iron 
to the outside surface of the 2” x 6” 
planks, This jacket must be run 
completely to the floor of the base- 
ment, Before putting this lining in 
place, however, it is a good idea to 
insulate the inner lining by means of 
a %%-inch layer of straw-board as- 
bestos insulation, This will prevent

cold air from coming in contact with 
the warm surface of the inner jacket 
on its way down and will make for 
better circulation of air through the 
furnace. 

Careful Construction 


This home-made heating unit is de- 
signed to make possible its construe- 
tion with a minimum of tinsmithing. 
Care should be taken that all wood 
surfaces within the inner compart- 
ment are carefully covered with 
sheet metal. There is practically no 
danger of fire with such an installa-~ 
tion so long as the stove and the ra- 
diating drum are tight, but in case 
the covering of either of these units 
should burn through, sparks escap- 
ing through these openings might 
set exposed wood surface on fire, 

The construction of the casing at 
the ends of the furnace calls for the 
use of some angie iron since these 
surfaces are too close to the stove to 
permit the use of food. These angle 
iron bars should be purchased cut to 
the correct lengths and then drilled 
in the needed slots for stove bolts, 
by means of which the sheet iron 
casing is fastened to the angle bars. 
Care should, be taken to secure @ 
good fit of the sheet iren around the 
front end of the stove. The method 
of fastening the sheet iron at this 
point depends somewhat on the con- 
struction of the stove, but here 
again a light angle iron bar can be 
bent to fit around the stove at its 
front end and the sheet iron front 
of the casing also is cut to fit around 
the stove and is bolted to the angle 
bar, which will act as a stiffener. 
With careful installation such a fur- 
nace will give good satisfaction and 
will cost,much less than one set in 
brick or a concrete casing.
